- The 
Government plan of erecting abig block of flats at Kowloon and of 
opening up new sites in other parts of the Colony may have its 
effect in course of tinie, but that time is very far off, and for a very 
| ,considerable period we are safe in reckoning that this manner of 
dealing with the problera will not keep pace with the demand for 
accommodation. Residents are more concerned about the.present 
‘than they are about the future. They know that there are not 
sufficient houses even now, that even those available can only be 
secured at atrociously “high rentals, and that with ‘more people 
“returning to the Colony every week’ the situation will ‘become 
chronic before many months have passed. We have even heard 
a rumour that Naval Yard employees are being offered accommoda- 
tion on one of the warships, so acute is the shortage of houses. 
This is a very sorry state of affairs, and by no stretch of the imagina- 
tion can it be contended that the Government scheme, ‘as. so-far 
divulged, will bring any immediate relief. — 
Let us put on one side the question of future developments and 
- look st the matter from the standpoint of the present. What 
the average householder wants to ‘know. is whether there is to be 
any limit to the process of raising the rents of existing property. 
_ There are houses and flats in the Colony which are to-day rented ‘at 
double and treble the amount. charged when they were first built, 
despite the deterioration which the property has suffered in the 
‘meantime. Cases are brought to our notice almost every week in 
which occupants have been given the option of paying more rent 
_ or of getting out.’ Because of the shortage of ‘houses, the 
“” latter-alternative has usually had to be adopted. ‘It looks as if the 
landlords were trading on the acuteness of ihe-problem, knowing 
that they have, in most instances, only to ask for more rent to get 
it. It is nothing’ short of disgraceful.that pedple should have to 
pay astmuch as $140 or $150 per mensem ‘for a three-roomed flat, 
with no garden or grounds of any Kind, instances of which type 
- have been mentioned to us recently.. We should very much doubt 
. whether throughout the whole East there is another place which 


means have been given a trial. 
HE BETTER WaY. 


» There are some points on which 
the American. Labourites. can 
teach their British Trade Union- 
ists.a lesson or two. One of 
these “is in régard to. the fatal 
policy of reducing output, a line 
of action which does not com- 
mend itself to the American 
worker. The British workman, 
however, holds to the erroneous 
idea that the less work each 
individual: does, the more work 
will there be for others.
